prim ary purpose of such an ordinance. 
A curfew does not mean th at all children must be 
off the streets by 11 o’clock, or whatever time may be 
designated as the curfew hour. 
The real purpose is 
to break up the practice1 of children loitering on the 
streets late at night, and congregating in night spots 
until the wee hours of the morning. 
Such an ordi­ 
nance is intended to give police the authority which 
they lack at present to get these youngsters going 
about their business, whether it be toward home or 
on some other mission. Only In extreme cases would 
detention or arrest be necessary or advisable, but, 
oc<a.sionully such could be expected if police orders 
were not heeded. 
The movement was not started nor even suggested 
by the probation officer, but by citizens who seek 
to break up bad practices in this city. 
One peculiar 
reaction came from a service organization which con­ 
tended th at disciplinary legislation should not be en­ 
acted. 
The trouble is th at teen age boys and girls 
who have been running around late a t night, sortie 
with improper escorts frequenting taverns and other 
night ¡pots, luck the proper discipline and if they 
do no* get It at home some other m easures should be 
provided for their own protection. 
A recreation program, suggested by this organ­ 
ization os a substitute for a curfew, is not the a n ­ 
swer to the problem in Salem 
today.

but in themselves 
such 
programs will not control 
youngsters In the later hours of the night 
In the 
first place, they will not appeal to the class of young 
boys and girls now getting their first taste of night 
life 
Recreation programs serve a good purpose in 
any community and should be encouraged. 
Let them 
be organised here, but don’t forget the curfew which 
would give the police officers the authority they are 
seeking to break up the night life of youngsters who 
apparently can't be controlled otlierwise.

Sinkings Taking 
Toll of Jap Ships 


l(B y In te rn a tio n a l New« S erv ice) 
WASHINGTON “Japan is losing 
ships faster than they can be built, 
in the opinion of official quarters,’’ 
the national council of American 
Shipbuilders declared in telling of 
the progress of the shipbuilding 
industry in the United States. 
“All of the Axis powers combined 
cannot match the capacity of our 
American yards,’’ asserted the coun­ 
cil "It takes ships, plenty of them, 
brother To jo, to win wars! 
We 
have those ships and we will have 
more as time passes.” 
River shipyards are constructing 
armed vessels for the navy for the 
first time since the Civil war, and 
"doing a good Job of it, too," the 
council added. Most of the Navy 
craft, built and delivered in from 
six months to a year ahead of 
schedule, are being built in priv- 
ately-owned yards. 
Where, what 
types, and how many is all a naval 
secret, but the record of these 
yards is an excellent one. 
Battleship* are*the most compli­ 
cated and expensive structures and 
have a life span of approx.mately 
25 years. But Japan has found to 
her sorrow that they can die in two 
minutes. There are only 60 of these 
huge craft afloat today, counting 
both Allied and Axis owned vessels, 
according to the shipbuilders’ coun­ 
cils’ figures. 
The United States Merchant Ma­ 
rine is steadily growing and re­ 
quire* more and more men to man 
the ships, the council said. Addi­ 
tional training ships are being put 
into service to school the 30.000 
and 100,000 seamen needed for the 
new ships.
